W. He was re- 
turning alone to Calgary, while Kondo, 
accompanied by his wife and a friend, 
George Yamamoto, was on his way 
home. 

Cousin’s automobile after the colli- 
sion overturned in the ditch and the 
driver was stunned but otherwise un- 
injured. Mrs Kondo, who was riding 
in the front seat beside her husband, 
received minor injuries when she was 
thrown against the windshield. Yam- 
amoto was in the rear seat of Kondo’s 
car. : 

No Charge Lald 

A passing motorist, who reached the 
scene just after the accident, telephon- 
ed Starr's ambulance from Langdon’s 
Corner. Kondo, however was dead by 
the time the ambulance arrived and 
the body was removed to Gooder Bros. 
funeral home where an inquest will op- 
en today at 3 p.m. 

No charge has been laid against 
Cousins. Cpl. S. L. Mott, R. C. M. P., 
Strathmore, investigated the fatality. 

Kondo was born in Japan. Besides 
his wife he leaves two sons and five 


daughters. Funeral services were feld 
at 1;30 p.m. in Gooder Bros. chapel

THE GREAT MIGRATION 

In the spring of 1911 the real move 
was made, with our families and all 
our belongings. Jens and William 
Myrthu, O. P. Larsen, Laurite Silge- 
sen, and my three eldest sons left 
first with all the household goods and 
some more horses und cows. (Anton 
Myrthu came a little later direct from 
Denmark). Ten days later | started 
together with my own family and 
those of the other men. Two young 
single men, Marius and Thorvald 
Nielson, also accompanied us. 


We reached Gleichen on the 11th of 
March. The men had arrived with the 
freight only a day or so earlier. There 
was still so much snow that the road 
to the settlement was difficult to tra- 
verse. It was bitterly cold, and there 
was only shacks to move into. This 
was all quite discouraging, and some, 
no doubt, wished they had remained in 
Iowa. But now they were here they 
would stick it out, at least for a year. 
And one could hardly blame them for 
being a bit pessimistic at the time. 

Before long, after our arrival, we re- 
sumel our previous practice of getting 
together on Sundays for mutual edif- 
ication and inspiration. We gathered 
in the various homes according to turn. 
The meetings had not kept up during 
the cold winter months when ft was 
difficult to get around. 

When Jens Mythu had established 
his home in Alberta in 1911, he under- 
took to act as agent for the C. P. R. 
in the matter of land sales. That, 
however, made little difference in my 
own situation. I had the light horses 
and vehicles, and I continued to drive 
for the newcomers. Mythru was much 
taken up with the idea of Naving our 
own coal mine, and he spent much 
time selling shares, so the plan might 
be realized. Perhaps we were too am- 
bitious in this matter. The mine nev- 
er quite fulfilled our expectations. 
After a while Myrthu sold out his in- 
terests at Standard and left for Calif- 
ornia with his family. A couple of 
years later he returned and bought a 
farm south of Standard where he liv- 
ed until his death a few years ago. 


POOR YEARS—AND GOOD 

The first problem to confront us 
when spring came was to procure seed 
grain and horse feed. It would require 
considerable quantities, and it would 
all have to be hauled from Gleichen. 
Most critical of all was the matter of 
hay supply. The hay we had put up 
in the fall proved entirely insufficient, 
and it was mosfly used up during the 
winter. I had between five and six 
hundred acres of seed; and since we 
had abundant moisture, crop prospects 
were favorable. But the wheat we 
then sowed was slow toripen; the 
cold, wet soil gave it a late start; and 
an early frost, in late August, caught 
it immature. 

There were probably not many who 
realized how serious that frost was. 
We bought machinery and harvested 
the grain; and then we threshed until 
Christmas time without getting done. 
The outlay for machinery and man- 
power fell largely upon me. Receipts 
for threshing for neighbors were com- 
paratively small. The enevitable con- 
sequence was that weran short of 
funds and were obliged to draw in ad- 
vance on every carload of wheat as 
much ag the buyer would allow. But 
the quality of our wheat was so poor 
that it was fit only for feed, and fre 
quently we had to make up deficits in

THE COLONY BROSPERS 
AND EXPANDS 

Before a decade had passed the or- 
iginal resérvation of 17.000 acres 
proved inadequate to the needs of the 
colony; and it was now difficult to 
get the acreage increased because of 
land grants to returned World War 
veterans. However, upon application 
by Mr. A. M. Rasmussen and myself, 
the C. P. R. granted us all that was 
not sold of a strip of land three miles 
wide, and 20 sections in all, adjoining 
the original reservation on the east. 


This area too was soon taken up. Old , 


friends from Elk Horn and elsewhere 
continued to come in a steady stream. 

Many of these later arrivals were 
settled farther north and east, near 
the little coal mining town of Wayne, 
where many thousand acres of fertile 
prairie land still lay idle. Here gath- 
ered within a comparatively short time 
three to four hundred Danes. They 
too, soon organized a congregafion; 
and Rev. P. Rasmussen, their present 
| pastor, came from the States to serve 
them. A few years ago they erected 
a beautiful church, patterned after 
| typical village churches in Denmark. 
| Between the two colonies, Standard 
|'and Wayne, Danish people are scatter- 
|ed more or less closely all the way; 
|and it is safe to say the entire set- 
tlement now numbers around two 
_ thousand souls. 


| THE COAL MINE 
| As early as 1911 acoal mine was

; without having visited the homeland, 
80 this was quite an event for both of 
“us. We took our time to look about in 
Denmark and participated in several 
‘large gatherings all the way from the 
|Skaw tothe island of Ero, and from 
Esbjerg to Copenhagen. It was a de- 
lightful trip, and were happy to have 
had it before the hard times began to 
be felt. How wonderfully well God 
can arrange things for us humans. 
His be the praise and the glory forev- 

er! 

We do, however, also wish to voice 
our gratitude to the Canadian Pacific 

Railway for the joy they prepared for 


us. 
| HARD TIMES 

We were used to having dry seas 
ons at intervals of four years. This 
time the drouth came the third year— 
and then followed ten dry years in 
succession. 1932 was not so very bad; 
but then the prices were two low. 
What we raised during these dry years 
was not sufficient to allow us to make 
, any progress; but we look for better 
times. 

IN RETROSPECT 

When our Standard colonywas found 
ed we had no automobiles and no tel- 
| ephones. To call a physician meant 
to hitch up a team and drive twenty 
| miles. 
| What I have here related about the 
| early years of our settlement will be 
\familiar experience to many others 
who have built their own homes on the 
| wide prairies, distant from settled 
|Dlaces. I have endeavored to present 
‘a true picture of events and condi- 
tions, without embellishment or ex- 
| aggeration.
